If it’s ‘April, it must be time for our annual Rusty Key Nite. For those of 
you newcommers to the club, we try to have at least two major intra-club 
contests each years: one to emphasize CW skills, the other for phone. 


The goal of the Rusty Key Nite contest is to work as many stations as 
possible in the one-hour period, and in so doing meet fellow members and 
develop a general spirit of friendly competition. 


To equalize ' the high speed CW operators, all contacts with Novice or 
Technician stations count as four pointss all other station contacts count 
as one point. The contest is not restricted to club members, and all are 
welcome to participate. NOVICE STATIONS MUST SIGN WITH THEIR CALL, FOLLOWED 
BY "/N" (ie KA7VXC/N). TECHNICIAN STATIONS MUST SIGN WITH THEIR CALL, 
FOLLOWED BY "/T" (ie KA7UFG/T). Multi-operator stations are allowed with one 
transmitter and one receiver only. Control operators of Novice or Technician 
multi-op stations must operate for a reasonable part of the contest. 


The contest exchange (what the participants send between themselves during 
the contest) is your call, name and the year you were FIRST licensed with an 
amateur call (ie N7HJD/T -- Amy -- 85). You may record your exchanges on the 
log on the reverse page, or use a log of your own choice. To count, your log 

ers. include your call, the exchanges and a total claimed score. Your total 
‘core is calculated as follows: during the contest you work 10 
Novice/Technician stations and 15 others. Your score would then be 55 (10 
times 4 plus 15 times 1). If you need help in calculating your score, give 
it a try and the Contest Committee will double check you. 


Logs must be postmarked no later than May 13, 1986, however, we will accept 
logs in person up to the end of the May club meeting. Please mail your logs 
to: Jeff Freedman, K7JF, 7020 SW Laber Road, Portland, OR 97225. 


Since we are trying to emphasize CW operation here, all participants will 
have the opportunity to vote on their choice for "MOST CONGENIAL/BEST 
OPERATOR" award. This may be a station you feel had a particular operating 
flair that deserves recognition, a station that went that extra mile to 
possiblly help you out, or a special contact during the contest which set 
themselves apart from the others. Please indicate your choice for this award 
at the bottom of your log.

The story is just developing ...facts are 
still sketchy, but twenty Florida amateurs 
have been issued FCC Notices of Violations 
for infractions of "§Part 97.110 reference 
§97.3[b]" which prohibits amateur radio sta- 
tion communications for business purposes. 
Another amateur said the violations were for 
§Part 97.112 which prohibits "communication 
for material compensation, direct or indirect, 
paid or unpaid." It could be that different 
amateurs got cited for various - but somewhat 
similar - breaches of the amateur rules. 


What is known, however, is that mem- 
bers of the eighty-meter Florida Trader's Net 
which meets every Sunday morning on 3985 
kHz were cited by the Fort Lauderdale FCC 
monitoring station for using their amateur 
stations with a "pecuniary or business inter- 
est." 


One involved amateur who did not wish 
to be named said the general feeling seems to 
be that amateur gear "swap nets" - even 
though by individuals - may not be legal if a 
selling price is suggested. The amateurs cited

_ Another amateur said he thought that 
perhaps some of the ones served might have 
been commercial dealers but "most were not. 
We really don't know. They very well could 
be.

A phone call to the Ft. Lauderdale 
monitoring station did confirm the issuance of 
the citations. The engineer that I spoke to 
said it was a case of rule interpretation. "We 
have gotten a Ict of calls on this... Anything 
that I would say would further confuse the 
issue." He refused to make an official state- 
ment and referred us to the Engineer-in- 
Charge who we could not contact before our 
publishing deadline. "Swap Nets" on amateur 
radio are very common. You might want to 
refrain from talking "price" until the FCC 
makes a ruling on what is - and is not - legal.
